Hirsch & Co. cm- 
ploy about 200 men, and if an arrangement 
is made their men will not be locked out 
to-morrow. About 3,000 “ bunch ” makers 
were locked out to-day by the action of the 
Manufacturers' Association yesterday. As 
the employes of Levy Bros., Brown <fc Earl, 
and Kaufman Bros, are now on a strike 
against the new price list, and D. Hirsch & 
Co. have in a manner conceded the de­ 
mands of the men, only twelve factories 
will be closed to-morrów, instead of six­ 
teen.

The 
strikers who attacked these mines to-day, 
and drove off tlie workmen, destroyed all 
the tools, barrows, coke wagons and every­ 
thing movable.

Your correspondent made 
diligent inquiry among railroad men this 
morning, and learned that the present 
movement had its origin several weeks ago, 
when prom inent railroad officials offered 
leading houses a rebate of from 20 to 30 
per cent, on shipments to San Francisco. 
This leaked out, and now nearly all the 
trancontinental roads are taking part in it. 
It. L. Coleman, C. P. H untington’s Secre­ 
tary, said it looks as though there was 
serious trouble ahead.

LOCAL AND THROUGH RATES. 


The argument of President Perkins to 
th e Interstate 
Railroad Transportation 
Committee, against the proposition to ad­ 
just local interstate railroad rates upon the 
basis of through rates, defends itself in its 
simple statement. 
It is but the enuncia­ 
tion of a principle :ls old as law itself, and 
th at commercial requisition demands and 
will have. 
He puts the whole question of 
uniformity of rates into a nutshell, when 
he says that the through is lower than the 
local rate, because the one is a wholesale 
business and the other i> not, and for that 
reason it is los- expensive to transact, 
while jt the same tim e it is subject t 
more severe competition. 
It mav he ac­ 
cepted as settled that the people of the 
I'nited States, and every railroad commis­ 
sion tl^y have set up, have conceded the 
soundness of the doctrine stated by Mr- 
Perkins, that it i- inexpedient to require 
railroad earners to conform local rates to 
the rates adjusted by influences felt only at 
term inal and competitive points. It is de­ 
monstrable that it is as/much for the in­ 
terest of trade as for the interest of the 
carrier 
to m aintain^the just doctrine 
indicated. 
It is not a question of railroad 
exaction, hut one that plays just as im port­ 
ant a part 111 other classes of business, ami 
that marks and maintains the distinction 
between points that do and do not enjoy 
certain natural and commercial advantages 
in the matter of conveniences, luxuries am 
facilities for trade.

There is, however, some uncertainty re­ 
garding the action of the Senate, and this 
uncertainty would be entirely removed, in 
Senator Stanford’s opinion, if the twenty- 
year extension clause was removed from 
the hill. 
The last hill amending the 
Restriction Act met with considerable op­ 
position from several Republican Senators, 
and had it not been for the personal exer­ 
tions of Miller and his many friends in tlie 
body, it might have been defeated. A m a­ 
jority of the Republican mem bersof the del­ 
egation are at present op|tosed to any change 
in Morrow's bill, but they may consent to 
the elimination of the twenty-year clause, 
after further consideration of the subject. 
Senator Stanford has not yet introduced tlie 
Chinese hill in the Senate, because he 
wishes Senator Miller, who has heretofore 
had control of the subject in that body, and 
who is thoroughly conversant with the 
same, to present it. 
It is hoped, if Miller's 
health continues to improve, that he will 
be able to take his scat within tlie next two 
weeks. H e will then introduce the bill.

New Y ork, January 19th.—A W ashing­ 
ton special 10 the i ’ort says: Last week 
Senator Voorhees introduced a bill to ad­ 
mit W ashington Territory as a State, and 
yesterday he introduced a hill to admit 
Montana as a State. The Senator was 
asked if he intended to make tlie admis­ 
sion of Dakota conditional on tlie admis­ 
sion of Montana, as it has been reported 
that tlie Democrats were disposed to do. 
H e replied : “ I can speak only for myself. 
I think the best arrangement we can make 
is to adm it Dakota, Montana and W ashing­ 
ton Territory together. They must all come 
in soon, and they might as welt come in 
now. I do not see how we can prevent 
Dakota's coming in. She has a voting pop­ 
ulation of so,009, and is certainly entitled 
to admittance. I thought at first that I 
should oppose the division of Dakota, but 
I do not sec how I can. The Territory has 
an area of live times my own State', and 
South Dakota will be about as large as Ohio 
and Indiana. 
Montana 
has a voting 
population of 40,000. 
There 
are not 
titteen 
Congressional districts 
in 
the 
country 
with 
the 
population 
of 
W ashington, and not a hundred with 
that of Montana. 
Dakota is Republican. 
Montana is Democratic, and I am confident 
will remain so. 
W ashington is close, and 
may be won by either party. 
I f she comes 
into the Union by Democratic votes under 
this Administration, our chances in the 
new State will be all the better. 
It seems 
to me much the best plan to take in these 
three Territories at once. They are en­ 
titled to it, and politically it will he as fair 
and equal an arrangement as can he made.” 
Several prom inent Democrats are reported 
to agree with Mr. Voorhees. 
Mr. Springer 
expresses the opinion that the House (Com­ 
mittee on Territories w ill report favorably 
on the division and admission of Dakota, 
unless the party shall caucus upon the sub­ 
ject. In that event, it is his opinion that 
the decision would be adverse.

The London Telegraph says that a condi­ 
tion of great alarm exists in Dublin com ­ 
mercial circles owing to reasonable fears 
regarding the extensive boycotting system 
which, it is thought, will soon be inaugu­ 
rated. 
George Hassel, an Englishman, reported 
mysteriously missing in Pittsburg, has been 
found by a detective. H e claims an alleged 
officer arrested him, led him to an unfre­ 
quented part of tlie city, and then robbed 
him ot his pooketbook, containing over 
$300. 
A Nihilist resort has been discovered in 
St. Petersburg. The police made a descent 
into the place and arrested several persons 
found in the house. They seized a num ­ 
ber of bombs and other explosives, a print­ 
ing press and a quantity of treasonable 
documents. 
The ice blockade ¡11 Chesapeake Bay con­ 
tinues, and no attem pt is made to get to or 
from Baltimore except by heavy vessels. 
A large num ber of sailing crafts are re­ 
ported fast in the ice, and many of tlie 
oyster lleet have been kept so long away 
that there is much suffering among the 
crews. 
Recently a negro had his tongue re­ 
moved for the cure of cancer.

The Board of City Trustees met 
in 
special session at 10 a. 
yesterday, all the 
members present. Mayor Brown, in call­ 
ing the meeting to order, said they had 
convened for (he purpose of considering an 
ordinance looking to the expulsion of all 
Chinese from within the corporate limits 
of the city of Sacramento. Tiie lengthy 
“ whereases,” lie said, were 110 part of the 
ordinance; he did not believe them to be 
true, especially the one which said our 
youth were debauched. H e said that was 
an incorrect statement, ill-advised, and a 
slander upon tlie fair name of tlie city of 
Sacramento. Fie claimed that no city in 
tiie Union had happier homes, more de­ 
cent, respectable and virtuous young men 
and women than Sacramento, and anyone 
who dared say differently was not ac­ 
quainted with the facts of the case, and 
was not aware of the high moral and social 
standing of the Sacramento youth. After 
reading the proposed ordinance, tiie Mayor 
said : “ The City Attorney and Hon. A. I’. 
Catlin were asked for their opinion as to 
the legality of the ordinance in question, 
and their answers I will now read." 
[The 
replies read and referred to were published 
in full in the R e c o r d - U n io n Monday, Jan ­ 
uary lath.] 
The Mayor then said if any present 
desired to say anything upon the subject, 
they were invited to do so. 
Dr. G. G. Tyrrell said he was a member 
of tlie committee appointed to draft the 
ordinance, and he wished to state, in reply 
to what had been said by tlie Mayor, that 
in the many years of his practice* in tiiis 
city he had found that tlie things spoken of 
in tlie “ whereases” had been a fruitful 
source of the ruin of tlie youth in this city. 
Boys, many of thetu from 8 to 15 years of 
age, liad been ruined both in body and 
m ind by the things spoken of in the pre­ 
amble which the Mayor objected to read­ 
ing. Fie 
instanced 
one case where a 
young man—a competent mechanic in the 
railroad shops of this city—had contracted 
a disease by indiscreet associations in tlie 
slums of I street, which resulted in his 
leaving this city, and afterwards, thinking 
he liad the leprosy, committed suicide in 
the city of Oakland by putting a bullet 
through his brain. 
It is not a slander, but 
many and scores ot cases have come under 
the o bservation^ the medical practice in 
this city. 


a r e t h e y t o b l a m e f o r a l l t h e m i s e r y ? 
Mayor Brown—Doctor. I have the ut­ 
most regard for your medical and surgical 
ability, but I would like to ask you whether 
you are sure that the diseases from which 
tiiose patients suffered were not contracted 
in the low dens of infamy and vice 011 Sec­ 
ond and L streets, instead of the Chinese 
quarter? 
Dr. Tyrrell—All I know is w hat they 
told me. They said the disease was ob­ 
tained in Chinatown, and I have no reason 
to doubt their statement. On the contrary, 
I liave every reason to believe it. 
It is a 
well-known fact that these almond-eyed 
females stand in their doorways and in­ 
veigle tlie youth into their dens, and the 
life of many a fair boy is blighted, and dis­ 
eases contracted that are in reality worse 
than death, for tlie horrible effects will be 
transmitted to children yet unborn. 
Mayor Brown— From what 1 can learn 
I am of the opinion that tiie evil spoken 
of c unes iargely from the quarter I spoke 
*of, instead of Chinatown. The Mayor then 
gave many reasons upon which he founded 
his belief. He still maintained that tlie 
imputation against the morals of the youth 
of the city was all wrong. The num ber of 
eases where youth had been ruined were 
infinites! maily 
small, considering 
the 
great num ber in this citv, and not in excess 
or even equal to that of many other cities 
where Chinese formed no part of the pop­ 
ulation. The laws now on the statute 
books, and city ordinances now in force, 
perm it us to drive out diseased individuals, 
vagrants, lepers, etc.; and to cover that 
there was no occasion for the passage of tlie 
proposed ordinance, which the Trustees 
were advised was unconstitutional. 
En­ 
force the police regulations, and yon can 
do wonders. 
1 !»• said tiie Chief of Police 
had shown, by the suppression of gamb­ 
ling in this city, how easy it was to sup­ 
press crime and illegal ads, when sworn 
officers of the law were disposed to do tiieir 
duty. 
Dr. Tyrrell—I did not come hereto speak 
upon the legality of the ordinance, and was 
not appointed upon the committee to look 
out fir that p art.of the ordinance. 
My 
opinion was simply asked as to ils effects 
as a moral and sanitary measure. 
I am 
strongly in favor of the ordinance so long 
as it is intended to take away tiiis vice from 
our midst. 
Mayor Brown—W e have police and sani­ 
tary regulations that can accomplish that, 
and a Chief ot Police and a Health Officer 
competent to see that it 13 done. Mr. Cat­ 
lin. whose opinion lias been read, is as true 
to principle as is the North Star to direc­ 
tion ; a man whose legal ability I regard as 
equal to that of any lawyer in this city, and 
you have beard me read what he says about 
this ordinance. 


o n e o r t h e c o m m it t e e s p e a k s . 
Frank D. Ryan, one of the lawyers who 
framed 
the ordinance, was 
the 
next 
speaker, and urged its passage, lie 'quoted 
the same authorities and used the same 
argument as that advanced by Mr. Johnson 
in the Metropolitan Theater 011 Monday 
evening, and a synopsis of which was pub­ 
lished ¡11 the Record-Union of yesterday. 
He dissented front the opinion of Mr. Cat­ 
lin, held that it was constitutional, author­ 
ized by statutory law, and it was not only 
necessary for the public good, but manda­ 
tory upon the Board to pass it. Much as 
he respected tlie legal ability of the Citv 
Attorney and Mr. Catlin, lié advised the 
Board to ignore their advice and pass the 
ordinance, which, he contended, would aid 
the California delegation in Congress to se­ 
cure mncli-needed legislation. 


- 
DEFENDING H IS POSITION. 
Citv Attorney Anderson said, having been 
ridiculed the evening before by a speaker 
at the theater meeting, he felt called upon 
to say a few words in his own behalf. Fie 
recognize*! the evils attendant upon the 
Chinese 
sidents among us. They were 
dangerou- o our civilization, and he was 
ready to attempt anything to alienate the 
evils and wrongs complained of. 
He said 
he wits sincere in the matter, practiced 
what he preached, was no moral coward, 
had lived in this community since he was 
three y ars old, having come herein 1849, 
and in l!1 those years he hail never shirked 
a duty, nor curried favor with anv clique, 
corporation or class. 
When adntitted to 
the bar, and again when sworn into tlie 
office 1 
now holds, he had taken an oat]*, 
and solemnly pledged himself to support 
the Constitution of the i ’nited States and 
also that of tlie State of California, tlie 
Constitution of the former being para­ 
mount. 
When legal matters of this nature 
are referred to me I will give an honest 
opinion. 
W ithout intending to cast anv 
reflections, presuming that those men, able 
and I earned in the legal profession, who had 
drawn this ordinance,had carefully digested 
it from every conceivable law point, 1 
suggested some questions, and to which 1 
have received as yet 110 reply. These evils, 
as the Mayor lias suggested, can be in a 
great measure remedied bv the enforce­ 
m ent of Section 370 of the í’enal Code. I 
do not say it boastfully, because 1 am a 
public official, nor because of mv probable 
candidature again for office, h u t' because I 
ain a workingman and a workingman’s 
friend, that I am the author of all the city 
ordinances relative to tlie correcting of 
Chinese evils in this citv. 
I have 110 idea 
that the people are so blind as to think thev 
can compel me to indorse, and this Board 
to pass, ordinances which compel us to 
violate onr oaths, knowing full well that 
the ordinances so passed are in contraven­ 
tion of law. and must perforce be declared 
illegal. The Board should act according to 
the dictates of the Coastitution. 
We can­ 
not afford at this late dav to set up ,State's 
rights atjd violate our oa'ths of office. That 
was tried in 1801, and cost the nation adeal 
of trouble, ail of which is within our recol­ 
lection. 
I do not employ Chinese in anv 
capacity, and, so far as I ant able to ascer­ 
tain. do .not trade with any one who does. 
The ridicule heaped upon me bv a gentle­ 
man whom I have always regarded a-* mv 
friend was unwarranted, uncalled-for and 
unjust. 
They tried to heap ignotninv on 
me instead of answering the simple ques­ 
tions I propounded. Thev did not answer 
my queries, simply because they fVild not. 
Mr. Catlin. in his able and exhaustive 
opinion, has taken up m y questions and 
answered them seriatim, and these answers 
are his opinion. The law, I am sorry to 
say, is against us, and the law of necessity 
cannot be enforced. 
We are pledged to 


c\ti,zpn of the community, be , passage of this ordinance, instead of help- 
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every Board of Trustees and Board of St: 


ordinance were passed, the first Court 
would decide it to be unconstitutional on a 
writ ot habeas corpus, and from that de­ 
cisión there would be no appeal. It would 
never go farther, consequently never reach 
the Supreme Court of the ( nited States. 
The question of their being a nuisance is 
the only way in which this evil can he 
reached, and to tiiat end I am now engaged 
iu framing att ordinance which in due time 
will he submitted to the Board for there 
action. 
A BELIEVER IN STATE S RIGHTS. 
The next speaker, Richard M. Clarken. 
■yas also one of the lawyers who assisted in 
the drafting of tlie ordinance. 
He said lie 
desired 
the Trustees to disabuse their 
minds of the theory that there was a Bur­ 
lingame treaty or Federal Courts in ques­ 
tion. The individual States have certain 
reserved rights that the F’ederal Courts can­ 
not lake from them, and among those are 
the rights of the Legislatures to pass certain 
police and sanitary regulations. 
He re­ 
viewed at length the discussions in the 
Constitutional Convention at the time of 
the adoption of Article X IX , claiming tluffu 
was plain, stringent, and that the ordinance 
under consideration conformed thereto. It 
is not only permissible, but the Constitu- 
npon 
jf Su­ 
pervisors to remove the Chinese bv just 
such an enactment when they are declared 
a public nuisance, 
it was with this end in 
view that tlie Anti-Chinese Association, a 
body recognized as being composed of rep­ 
resentative and law-abiding citizens in 
mass meeting assembled, appointed a com­ 
mittee of legal gentlemen and reputable 
phy .( tans to dralt this ordinance. The 
City Attorney admits that it is impossible 
to get 
at 
the individual objectionable 
Chinaman. 
This ordinance provides for 
tlií* d: iv ing out of (lie cm ire Chinese popu­ 
lation, and tlie individual must be one of 
tiiat number. 
The passflge of tiiis or*li 
nance vvi 1 beot material aid in making a 
proper presentation before Congress of the 
evtl vye so long have borne. 
He claimed it 
was the right of the State to rid itself of the 
Chinese curse. Once that we begin as a 
State to surrender our vested rights, then 
good-by to all our liberties. Tiiat far In­ 
said, 1 am a State’s right man. 
Mayor Brown (interrupting)—But our 
Congressmen say they don't want this kind 
ol agitation. They continually keep sav­ 
ing to us, " F'or God’s sake let'tip.” They 
chum that this kind ol agitation, instead 
of aiding them , is a stumbling-block in 
their wav. 
in this m atter I am honest and 
sincere. 
Xot long since I had the pleasure 
ri Vy--1 
two days in the company of five 
('alifornia Congressmen and one from Mis­ 
souri. 
This question was discussed at 
length. Morrow said only a few da vs ago, 
btop such things as are taking place at 
1 ruekee. F orGod's sake, stop it, or we will 
be unable to do anything.” Now, I don't 
want by any act of ours to tie the hands of 
our representatives in Congress. M vopinion 
is that the passage of this ordinance at this 
time would be wrong, and would actually 
have just the opposite effect to the one 
sought to be attained. 
Mr. Clarken—I do not wish to be under­ 
stood to say that it is not against the Four­ 
teenth Amendment of the Federal Oonsti- 
tuUon, nor that it is not in violation of 
Article t> of the Burlingame treaty. Ia m 
satisfied that the Federal Courts will decide 
against it, saying, " We very much regret 
it, but it is In direct conflict with the Bur­ 
lingame treaty and the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment. 
V hat I want ¡9 to have it taken 
before the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and see if that, the highest judicial 
tribunal 111 the nation, will say that this 
State lias no individual right to urotect 
herseii so far as police and sanitary laws 
are concerned.

learned counsel has given them upon the 
subject. 
I know of fifty-four penniless 
men that would work it they could find 
employment, that sleep bUnketiess in a 
barn just outside the city limits, just out 
ot the reach of the Chief of Police, who 
would arrest them and place a charge 
of vagrancy against them were thev to rest 
their half-starved bodies iti a similar m an­ 
ner inside the corporate limits. 
It is a fact 
that is not generally known, that in this 
city to-day there are 500 men who are 
so 
poor and 
destitute that 
they are 
actually suffering fur the want of food and 
other necessities of life. 
He advised the 
Trustees to cause the establishment of a 
soup-house, where 
those 
unfortunates, 
made so by the Chinese competition in the 
labor m arket, can get one meal a dav* at 
least until some kind of employment could 
be obtained for them . It would be an act 
of hum anity, and should he done without 
further delay or urging. There are lots of 
men who are depraved and debauched but 
there is a cause for all that. 
That class 
should he arrested and punished. Labor is 
abused because it is not organized, and 
therefore cannot protect itself. 
Messrs. Ryan and d ark e n both m ani­ 
fested great surprise at the request made by 
Mr. Jost to withdraw the ordinance, and 
declared their intention to stand by it. 


W ILL STAND BY THE STATE CONSTITUTION. 
Trustee Nielsen said lie had always been 
an anti-Chinese man in everything that the 
name implies. He was opposed to their 
coming to California at ail, and since lie 
liad been Street Commissioner he had un­ 
ceasingly worked to prosecute them for the 
violation of the sanitary ordinances of the 
city. They had arrested the Chinamen, the 
agents, the landlords, prosecuted all, but 
had failed in every instance to vindicate the 
law or punish tlie offenders. They live 
fifty or sixty in a building. You cannot teil 
them one from another, unless you slit 
their ears, and all attempts to punish them 
for gross and flagrant violations of the 
health ordinances had been futile. I am in

Trustee Jones—I think the Chinese are 
the worst and most degrading element we 
have in the community, but when the doc­ 
tors and lawyers disagree what are we 
common folks going to do about it ? i 
cannot vote for this ordinance as it stands. 
I don’t want to place the citv of Sacra­ 
mento in a position where it will be liable 
for damages, when we know the ordinance 
won’t hold water. I think the police regu­ 
lations are strong enough to control the 
evils complained of. 
if these gentlemen 
want this ordinance passed, and will enter 
into an agreement to make but one arrest 
—and that for the purpose of making a 
test case in the Courts—1 will vote for it; 
otherwise, I will record my vote against it.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


S e rg e a u t lia r w ick*» R e p o r t. 
The barometer fell very ritpülly on the 
lbth ami up to 4 o’clock yesterday morning, 
when it reached the lowest point, and read 
2D.32 inches. 
It reail the same at the same 
hour at San Francisco. The lowest Signal 
Service barometer reading on the coast at 
the above hour was 2U.22 incites, at Fort 
Cartbv; that was at ¡east an incli lower than 
it was some weeks ago. During the pres­ 
ent barometricaldcjsession there must have 
been nearly a thousand feet less atmosphere 
resting upon the earth’s surface in this 
vicinity than when the barometer read an 
inch higher some three weeks ago; this 
was (as far as the pressure on the body is 
concerned) equal to a person being a thou­ 
sand feet above Sacramento with a normal 
barometer prevailing. The barometer yes­ 
terday after 4 a. m. began rising rapidly, 
and up to 7 o'clock last night it had risen 
.52 of an inch, or a trille over half an inch, 
which is rather phenomenal in this portion 
of the State. The barometer at the above 
hour stood at 29.84 inches; ai 4 a . m. it 
stood at 29 32 inches. 
The rainfall in Sacramento during this 
storm was 1.70 inches; for the month 2 
inches, and for the season 19.20 inches, 
against a total rainfall of 16.58 inches for 
the whole of last season—188-1-5. A foul- 
weather sunset was generally reported from 
Olympia to San Francisco last night. The 
temperature was 10° warmer at Sacramento 
at 7 o’clock last night than for the 24 hours 
preceding, 9 
warmer at San Francisco 
and Keeler, 2° warmer at Bed Bluff, and 2° 
cooler at San Luis Obispo. The wind was 
from some southerly point along the en­ 
tire Pacific slope, at least at all Signal Ser­ 
vice stations that were reported, except 
lied Bluff, and there the wind was north 
ami light in velocity. 
Light snow was 
falling at Beil Bluff yesterday at 1 a . m. 
Reports from railroad stations, made at 7 
a . m. yesterday, showed the fall of snow 
and rain to have been as follows during the 
storm : Truckee, 1 foot of snow ; Summit, 
2 feet: Cisco. 10 inches; Kmigrant Gap, 2 
feet: Blue Canyon, 4 indies snow and 5 
hours rain ; (JoH Bun, 10 hours rain ; Col­ 
fax.

There was a large gathering again at Dr. 
Mun hall’s afternoon Bible reading, at the 
Sixth-street M. E. Church yesterday. The , 
subject by appointm ent was " Inspiration ; 
of the Scriptures.'' He termed this the key j 
to Christian doctrine, and for him self be 
stood on their plenary inspiration. He said j 
in reading the Bilde it is important to dis­ 
criminate between what God says therein, 
and what men sa y ; only that it is always j 
an infallible record of what men say, when I 
it is men that speak. Adam Clarke has ! 
truly said, “ Good men could not write the . 
Bible, and had men would not." The Bible ; 
is such a book that all the books of men 
suiter in comparison with i t ; there are no j 
such poems, there is no such history the ; 
work of men. Every discovery of science ; 
confirms its word on science. Tliepropbe- i 
cics alone would prove t lie book from God ; i 
while its proverbs are such as man unaided 
never could make. He dwelt upon the . 
harm ony of the Bible, though written in so j 
many lands, at such intervals of time, and 1 
by so many different pens. It was a glow- i 
iag tribute to the worth of the Christian j 
Scriptures, by one profoundly devoted to ; 
them . 
The evening services were held in the ! 
Congregational Church, and that capacious 
building was filled to its utmost capacity 
at an early hour. After singing of several 
hymns and announcing the appointments 
tor to-day's services, Dr. Munhall said he 
desired to spend five minutes in hearing 
the testimony of Christians. 
He asked 
those who had been converted to Ciirist to 
arise and state where tiieir conversion took 
place. 
Christians immediately arose in 
every portion of the building and many in 
the gallery, and gave the name of the town, 
village, and country, many giving the date, 
and 
adding 
oilier 
remarks 
relative 
thereto. 
Every 
State 
in 
the Union 
apparently 
was 
represented, many of 
the countries of Europe, espujfcily Eng- : 
land, was well represented. 
Many gray- 1 
haired men 
and 
elderly 
ladies who 
found Christ in the 
pioneer days of 
the West, would say in an old log church 
in Indiana, a log school-house in Minne­ 
sota, etc. The sight was novel, the congre­ 
gation apparently so cosmopolitan that it 
arrested the attention of all, and convinced 
one of the immense distribution of God­ 
fearing people throughout 
the 
world. 
When the live minutes were up the m in­ 
ister said, “ Well, friends, you now see 
how it is going to he after a while. At the 
final day of judgm ent, when the grave 
shall give up its dead, they will come as j 
represented here to-night—from tli 
the west, the north, the south, from 
nation of the earth—and >it with t! 
ily of God, all speaking the same language, 
whether you are from Cornwall, or Wales, 
or the old log-cabin school-house in In ­ 
diana. 
The congregation was then asked to rise 
and sing the first two stanzas of “ Rock of 
Ages.” 
After a few moments’ silent prayer by 
ail the Christians present, the minister 
called attention to his text, a portion of 
the 
Hebrews, xii. 24: “And to 
the 
blood sprinkling, that speaketh better 
things than that of Abel." 
it is generally 
supposed that this had reference to the 
blood that coursed through Abel's veins, 
which was spilled hv Ids wicked brother. 
Some contrast it by saying that Christ's 
blood 
was 
spilled 
tor mercy, Abel’s 
for vengeance. 
That 
is 
not' correct; 
the 
blood 
of 
Ciirist 
speaks 
better 
things 
than 
did 
Abel’s 
offering. 
Cain’s offering was that of the fruits 
of 
the 
eartli; 
Abel’s 
was 
of 
the 
ffock—he spilled the blood of a lamb. 
Cain’s was an ottering of thanks ; that of 
Abel's a peace offering. The peaPe offering 
must precede that of thanks. T..e peace 
offering must be one of blood. A peace 
offering must be made with God before a 
thanks offering can he accepted. Jesus 
Christ was the latnb slain for the flock. 
God gave Ciirist, his only begotten son, for 
the salvation of the world. lie bore all 
our sins. H e suffered the just for the un­ 
just. He threw him self under the wheels 
of justice to his death, so that we might be 
saved. < lod says that the life of the llesh is 
the blood, and I have given it to you upon 
the altar for an atonement for the soul. 
Wefind without the sheddingof blood there 
is no remission. The demand is inexora­ 
ble; you must die or accept the blood of 
Jesus Ciirist. 
In the first place, we are re­ 
deemed hy the blood of Christ, not by cor­ 
ruptible tilings, like gold and silver. Re­ 
demption means to buy buck. Ciirist shed 
liis own blood for tile sinner, and bought 
him back. A man is metcoatless upon the 
street. When asked what lie lias done 
with it, lie replies that lie left it in the 
pawnbroker shop. He needed food, and 
was compelled to pawn his coat. You take 
his pawn ticket: it calls for three dollars; 
you pay th at amount to the pawnbroker 
and get the coat. You say to the man, 
here's your coat, i; is redeemed. That coat 
docs the m an no good unless lie puts 
it 
on 
and 
wears 
it. 
It 
will do 
you 
no 
good 
to 
know 
that it is 
redeemed unless you put redemption on 
and wear it. This world lias been re­ 
deemed by the death of Christ, but the 
whole world has not been saved, because 
the whole world lias not accepted redemp­ 
tion. The blessed s >n of God tasted death 
for you, my friends. God laid upon him 
the sins of u ■ all. You may lay down to­ 
night and die ; you are redeemed, hut not 
saved. The most awful thing in this world 
is not to get drunk and go home and heat 
your wife, or commit an act that causes 
imprisonment, but it is to despise the 
blood of Jesus Christ, by which you 
have been redeemed. You are also justi­ 
fied, 
as 
well 
as 
redeem»!, 
by 
his 
blood. 
When 
justified 
fully 
by 
his 
grace 
you 
are 
as 
guiltless 
of 
sin 
as though you never had sinned. There is 
justification for the sinner. I may pardon 
a man who has wronged me, but that does 
not make the wrong right. But when God 
forgives you the sins are entirely oblitera­ 
ted. All that believe are freely justified. 
Man is justified by faith. A man wasouce 
tried for a crime, convicted and sentenced 
to be hanged. The day for I he execution ar­ 
rived ; he was led forth from the prison, 
ascended the scattold, stood on the tra p ; 
the noose was placed about his neck ; the 
black cap drawn down over his head; the 
farewells were spoken ; the signal given; 
the trap sprung ; a fall of the body ; a few 
convulsions, and all was quiet. Physi­ 
cians examined his 
pulse 
and 
pro­ 
nounced him dead. 
After hanging a 
few moments he was cut down, placed 
in a eotiin and given to his friends. 
W hile the body was being prepared for its 
last resting-place, some one 
disiovered 
signs of life. 
Restoratives were applied,

restored, arose himself front his coffin. The 
people were amazed and sorely troubled;

H e is a God of 
love and infinite compassion. He so loved 
you that He gave His only begotten Son so 
that he who believed could have life ever­ 
lasting. 
He suffered for our sins, and for 
not ours only, but for those of the entire 
world. 
Condemnation comes because sinners re­ 
ject Christ as the Son of God. 
They love 
darkness better than life: are unwilling to 
forsake their evil ways. Jesus suffered the 
contempt, persecution and crucifixion lor 
your redemption and when you reject our 
Savior, God punishes you for’ that and that 
only. 
H e leaves you to choose for your­ 
self between life and death. Be reconciled 
to Christ, lay down your weapons and sur­ 
render to the will of God. W hen you sur­ 
render, then this blood speaks peace for 
you with God. It tells you of justification, 
redemption and peace. 
There is no other 
than redemption ground upon which you 
can he saved.

One could almost imagine 
they saw the bleeding body upon the cross, 
feet aud hands pierced andjbleeding, and 
his brow tom and bleeding from the bar­ 
barous crown of thorns.

The annual election ol officers of the 
Mercantile Library was held Monday.

A ll bodie« of deceased persons here­ 
after buried in any o f the public cem eteries or 
other burial places o f the city o f Sacramento, 
w hich at th e tim e o f interm ent are intended to 
be exhum ed aud rem oved beyond the bounda­ 
ries o f the Stale of California, shall be inclosed 
in an air-tight cast-iron casket, or in a box of 
suitable dim ensions, m ade o f redwood boards, 
n jt less than one in ch in thickness, aud lined 
w ith sheet-lead, not less than five pounds to the 
square foot, w hich shall be soldered bv a li­ 
censed plumber. Such box shall have k brass 
ven t screw one and a halt inches in diam eter, 
with standard thread, and w ith a flange and 
lock-nut, w h ich said vent screw shall be sol­ 
dered fo th e lead on the in*ide of the bottom of 
th e box, six inches from th e foot end o f the box. 
S ectio n 2. Before th e bodies are interred the 
lock-nuts m ust be rem ovtd from th e box, so as 
to leave an escape therefrom o f all corruption 
into the earth; and w hen the bodies are e x ­ 
hum ed, aud before their rem oval from the 
grave, th e nuts m ust again be adjusted to the 
box so ss to prevent the escape o f any foul gases 
or matter. The box or casket m ust not be opened.
